O.L.A. Representatives on A.L A. 
Councils 
According to the new by-laws first 


approved by the American Library Asso- 
ciation at the Cincinnati meeting in May, 
State Library Associations which 


are 
Chapters of the A.L.A. will after a see- 
ond adoption at Boston in 1941 be en- 


titled to representative membership on 
the A.L.A. council on the basis of one 
councilor for the first fifty A.L.A. mem- 
bers in the state chapter and one addi- 
tional member for each 250 A.L.A.members 
in excess of fifty. As the O.L.A. member- 
ship lists something over 900 A.L.A. 
members we are henceforth entitled t» 
four councilors and these may be elected 
at Youngstown. In accordance with the 
new by-laws we elect these councilors for 
indeterminate terms, permitting the coun- 
cil to fix by lot the expiration date of its 
first membership list as for one, two, 
three or four years. Thereafter the suc- 
cessors of such councilors shall be elected 
for four year terms.

THE YEAR AHEAD 


Libraries and librarians like all other 
institutions and individuals must do much 
serious thinkine on the unknown prob- 
lems which lie ahead in this time of social 
emergency. 

We have thought that in the past we 
faced financial puzzles but probably at 
no time in our history as an association 
have there been so many uncertainties as 
to what is ahead both for libraries of 
Ohio and for our place as an institution 
throughout the whole country. 


It is for this reason that we should 
give careful consideration to the memo- 
randum recently submitted by the Ameri- 
ean Library Association on “Libraries 
and the National Defense Program.” The 
problem is broken up for us into four 


parts, some more insistent, but none 
more important. 
1. How will we relate our work to 


service needed by military establishments 
and training centers. This involves not 
only service but readjustment of book 
budgets. 

2. Calls from industry. 

Industrial Workers—how can we reach 
them, serve them, increase their skill. 
This calls particularly for dependable 
books written for the level of the average 
workman. The supplement to the August 
A. L. A. Booklist “Industrial Training” 
compiled by Mr. Charles Mohrhardt is a 
most unusual tool for building up our 
technical book collections. 

Re-training and Research on the man- 
agement level. Here the calls will center 
about periodical files, society reports 
and reference books. Libraries will have 
to know how to locate the most access- 
ible files and _ facilitate inter-librarv 
loans. What do you know of any research 
center or authority in your vicinity to 
whom inquiries might be referred? 

3. Problems of Democracy. 

Education for democracy is fundamen- 
tal if we are to defend it. Are we en- 
coursging reading on social and political 
problems? Do our books on Latin Amer- 
ica stress our obligations as well as 
opportunities of exploitation. Have we 
publicized the “Libraries Bill of Rights?” 
Have we still an interest in intellectual 
freedom and respect for cultural achieve- 
ments of other lands? Do our libraries 
still stand for tolerance and free speech? 


4, Maintaining normal library services. 
Those of us who remember the turmoil of 
twenty-five years ago, should be think- 
ing and discussing calmly how we will 
meet a similar time of stress. Staff ad- 
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justments, support cuts, new demands, 
all may be just ahead, and the library 
and its help will be needed more than 
ever. Are we planning in advance for 
possible rapid and complex develop- 
ments?
